From the moment the prisoners, led
by a stout, red faced woman, jJoined in
singing this song until Father Nichols,
the chaplain, called for a grand march
back to the cells, the party spirit waa
uppermost in the old prison,

It wus the first of a series of social
occasions. Mrs, Cram will start classes
in dancing and gymnastics on Monday
Miss Mary Harris, matron of the |
women's department, was a bit nervous
when she saw all of the women free
from the ceMa for the first time. But
her fears were allayed by the sight of
two women who had had a fight in the
morning over who should wash down a
cell executing a bunny hug with every
show of enthusiasm

Although the wamen's dresses were
of striped gingham and showed marks
of toil the scene was nevertheleas novel
and attractive. The women had placed
flowers in their halr, turned down their
collars and rolled up their sleeves, ac-

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BOARD OF ELECTIONS IS
ATTACKED BY WALLSTEIN

Commissioner of Accounts Says Body Works for Both
Parties and Not for Public Good—Wants
Smaller Organization.

In a report which Commissioner of
Accou ts  Wallstein sent to Mayor
Mitchel yesterday the Board of Elec-
tions s accused of working for the
Democratic and Republican political or-
ganizations rather than for the public.
Two of its four members, Jacob A. Liv-
ingston, chalrman of the Kings county
executive committee, and James Kane,
a protege of John H. McCooey and the
Brooklyn Democratic crowd, are termed
“obstructionists.”

There should be two Commissioners

instead of four, Mr. Wallstein says.
They should be of opposite political
faith and should ba appointed by the
Mayor, as was the case until 1811, when
the power was transferred to the Board
of Aldermen because Mayor Gaynor re-
fused to reappoint Commissioner Kane.

In his report, which is the result of
an investigation begun last year at the
request of the Honest Ballot Assocla-
tion and the Citizens Union, Mr. Wall-
stein thanks Commissioners Boyle and
McecKee for cooperation and says that
in several important instances they have
freely acknowledged defects in the pres-
ent methode and have helpad in deviging
improvementis, But Mr. Kane |s scored
for “proved unfitness" and Mr. Living-
ston “for utterly failing to realize that
his official position renders improper
partisan  activity, which wviolawes the
spirit of the election law.”

“The Board's Subservieace."

The board's subservience to the two
big politiecal organizations is shown,
says Mr. Wallstein, in “its unsatisfac-
tory appointment and supervision of 16,-
000 local election officers and in ita un-
justifinble mathod of selecting 2,000 poll-
ing places, both among the most impor-
tant branches of ita work.” He con-
tinues :

“The board has made no attempt to
investigate the character and previous
career of the iIndividuals recommended
for appointment, such recommendations
coming in law from the county chalr
man of the dominant political organi-
sations, but in fact from the respective
election districet captains.

“The board has exercised its discre-
|tion to grant wholesale exemptions from
the examination which the law requires
for the purpose of ascertaining whether
oandidates are sufficiently acquainted
with the duties of tha local election of-
flce to which they aspire. Three-fourths

;nr the local election officers who serve

have been so exempted.

“The present statutory system of
emergency appointments at the polls in-
vites fraud, permits the appointment of
dighonest and Incompetent persons and
the breaking down of the
scheme of bi-partisan local election
hoards.

“The board has accepted the view-
of the politieal organizations
which usually regard local election |
boards as berths for party henchmen |

This has
made avallah'e to “the falthful’
organisation additional patronage at the
normal rate of §60 per polling place, or
over $125,000 annually. This system
has continged so long that Commissioner
Kane thought it was required by law.
